Conservation Committee In­ 
terviews State food Director 


HE IS PLEASED WITH SCHEME 


Adjt. Gen. Smith Tells Member 
Committee That he Wilt Buy 
Every Can of Food Put Up

The plan that has been adopted 
by thè Rush county 
women’s 
food 
conservation committee, to can the 
excess fruits dnd vegetables in the 
county and sell them at actual cost 
to the army, 
is a brand 
new idea, 
according to a member of the'com­ 
mitted who presented the matter to 
G. I. Christie, state food director. A 
member of the committee, Mrs. A. 
L. Stewart, interviewed Mr. Christie 
to see if the plain could be put into 
operation without violating any food 
laws, te ­ 
state Director Christie said that 
he did not know of any laws 
with 
which it would conflict and advised 
that Adjt. Gen. Smith of the state 
militia be interviewed 
on the sub­ 
ject. 
Mr. Christie said that he was 
so well pleased with the idea that he 
would recommend 
it for the women 
an other counties to follow. 
Mrs. Stewart was given an aud­ 
ience with the adjutant general and 
he said he knew 
of ,no laws 
that 
would 
he 
violated 
and 
promptly 
said that he would buy every can of 
food which the Rush county women 
put up. The women expect to donate 
their work and will charge only what 
is actually invested 
for 
cans 
and 
other items. 


The state food director said that 
no such a plan had ever been con­ 
ceived in the state as the one which 
originated nere. 
It is likely that he 
will urge upon the women of other 
counties the method which has been 
devised by Rush county 
women 
to 
save all of the 
excess 
fruit 
and 
vegetables that are not used or sold 
by the owners. JjFood 
conservation 
committees 
composed 
of 
women 
have been advised by the state food 
director.

to form a committee in their respec­ 
tive townshipsvfor the canning work. 
Wherever it is convenient, the com­ 
munity school bouse kitchen will be 
used.

To promote the work of preserv­ 
ing fruit and vegetables this fall, a 
woman instructor from Purdue will 
give demonstrations 
of 
the 
latest 
and best methods 
in canning 
and 
drying at the Graham Annex Ju ly 19 
and 20. 
The demonstrations will be 
free of charge and 
everyone 
is in­ 
vited.

determined to 


raise revenue, and the zone second 
class tax plus, the tax on all ad-

sure to go through.

with favor on the advertising tax if 
the newspapers had not gone out of 
their way to oppose the second class 
postage raise."
